POLITICAL RAILROADING. 
A telegraphic item in last week’s issue 
mentioned that the Kegina & Long Lake 
company as wellas other Canadian railway 
companies would find it difficult to raise 
money in England on account of the 
Caraquet railway exposures, Anything 
affecting Northwest railway matters is of 
particular interest te the people of the 
Northwest just now and especially any- 
thing that will throw light on the strange 
difficulty that is found in raising funds for 
these enterprises in the old country were 
funds are so abundant at present. The 
Caraquet railway runs froma point on the 
Intercolonial to Caraquet on the northeast 
coast of New Brunswick about 67 miles 
and is within the county of Gloucester. It 
was promoted by Burns, M. P. for the 
county, who is principal proprietor of the 
road. Mr. Burns’ promotion was so suc- 
cessful that he secured from the federal 
government a bonus to the amount of $190,- 
000 and from the local government $170,000 
for his road. He then went to England 
where with the backing of the London 
World he sold debentures to the amount of 
$350,000. The road was completed after a 
fashion and went into eperation until in 
December of 1887 an accident happened on 
it at McIntosh’s Cove whereby eight persons 
lost their lives. The road then suspended 
operations for several months. An investi- 
gation by the local government followed 
which showed that the bridges were unsafe 
and that the rolling stock was insufficient, 
consisting of two passenger coaches, two 
box cars, fifteen flat cars and two second 
ciass locomotives. During six months of 
Operation the earnings were $5,339 less than 
the experises, The consequence of course is 
that the bondholders do not receive their 
interest, the bonds are worth nothing and 
the money invested has been lost. The 
London World which advocated investment 
in the bonds of the road says. “We had 
surely aright to assume that in making a 
free gift of nearly £80,000 towards the con- 
struction of the line the Dominion and New 
Brunswick governments were satisfied of its 
importance and would see that the money 
Was properly ana judiciously expended. On 
the strength of the gift and the assurance 
that the share capital had been locally sub- 
scribed we ventured to recommend the 
£70,000 of debentures as a desirable invest- 
ment, We have been grossly deceived, and 
most sincerely apologize to our readers for 
our blunder.” The pinch is that hereafter 
government assistance to a railway is no 
cusrantee Whatever to the Eaglish investor 
that the scheme is worth anything at all.

Northwest Central chartér or is unsuccessful

Free Press: Iu conversation with a di- 
rector of the Great Northwest Central your 
correspondent learned that further time has 
been granted the Canadian Pacific to select 
the balance of their land grant. This will 
prevent the road being built this season and 
the charter will lapse in August. He does 
not think there wilt be any difficulty in get- 
ting it renewed. O.athe other hand a head 
official cf the Canadian Pacific says that the 
Northwest Central have not earned their 
grant, and when that was done it’ would be 
time enough for them, to ask for their lands. 
For all that, he added, we intend selecting 
on balance of our lands as speedily as possi- 

e ” 

During Mr. Villurd’s visit to Wint'peg he 
told a Free Press reporter that: ‘‘Ac to the 
company’s alleged intention of building to 
_ She coast through the Saskatchewan country 
and thence by the Yellow head pass, the 
scheme wes merely problematic and a little 
too far ahead to permit of a positive answer 
in the affirmative at present. Such a line 
might, however, be areality in the not{dis- 
tant future. The ‘pbuilding ofthe line by the N, 
P. would be contingent upon circumstances. 
The lines now under construction in Mani- 
toba would be completed this year, and 
should the company secure control of the 
portion of the road now graded between 
Rapid €ity and Brandon it would also be 
ironed and operated.” 


The disaster at Johnstown, Pennsylvania, 
occurred in the evening of May 81st. The 
town is on the Pennsylvania railroad,79 miles 
east of Pittsburg, and at the last census had 
population of 8,000." It is at the junction of 
the Stony creek with the Conemaugh river. 
Eighteen niles up the creek was located the 
reservoir, from 200 to 300 feet above the level 
of Jobnstown. The dam was 700 to 1,000 feet 
wide, 90 feet in thickness at the base and 110 
feet in height, holding more water than any 
other reservoir in the United States. It was 
originally built to feed the Pennsylvania 
canal, The dam was becoming insecure and 
the heavy rains of the 48 hours preceeding 
caused it to give way. Being in a manufac- 
turing region there were a number of small 
towns near together along the river valley, 
which suffer as well as Johnstown,the names 
being Cambria, Sang Hollow, Ninev eh, New 
Florence, Conemaugh Furnace and Bolivar. 
The flood swept awey nearly every house in 
Johnetow n, with the people in them. A 

ast quantity of wreckage piled against the 
shone bridge across the Conemaugh and took 
fire. Upwards of one hundred people who 
were fastin the wreckage were burned to 
death in plain sight of those on higher 
ground while other hundreds were whirled 
past to death in the water. The water re- 
mained high for more than 24 hours, but on 
June 2nd had lowered sufficiently to allow of 
the work of taking out corpses to be carried 
on, Car loads of coffins were brought in and 
2,200 corpses were recovered ina very short 
time, At the same time hundreds of winers 
began te plunder the rnins and rob the dead. 
Several were lynched for doing this. The 
death list from all the towns affected will 
run betweon 5,000 and 10,000,

H. M. BaNNERMAN and W. R. McBeth 
arrived from Great Slave lake on Monday. 


In going out Mr. Bannerman left Edmonton | 


on January 24th with horses for Lac la 
Biche. 
and reached Chipewyan on February 26th. | 
Reached Resolution at the outlet of Great 
Slave river into Great Slave lake on March 
6th and Fort Rae on the northern arm of 
Great Slave lake and about 800 miles from 
Edmonton on March 16th. There was very 
little snow from Edmonton to Dac la Biche 
but from that point te McMurray it was 
deeper than in any other part of the route, 
about two feet. From McMurray to Rae it 
was only about afoot deep. The winter was 
much milder than usual throughout the 
north. There was an excellent catch of fish 
in the fall consequently there was no hunger. 
Elmore Bros. have trading establishments at 
Chipewyan, Fort Smith on the Slave River 
and Fort Good Hope on the Mackenzie. C. 
Fraser hasa post at Chipewyan. At Fort 
Kae Mr. Bannerman sold his trading post 
and goods there to the H. B. Co. and breught 
away Mr. McBeth, who had been in charge 
of the post. W. G. Ibbotson who went out 
for Stewart & Bannerman in 1887 was away 


Grounds along the Coppermine river when 
Mr. Bannerman was at Fort Rae and had not 
returned when he left. Fort Rae is near the 
southwestern limit of the Barren Grounds 
and there is very little wood in its vicinity. 
The surrounding country is very rocky. 
There is a Church of England and a Reman 
Catholic mission at Fort Kae. There isa 
small garden in connection with the latter 
the earth composing which was brought in 
skiffs from the main land. Rev. Mr. Spend- 
love is the Church of England missionary 
there. Fort Rae is within 300 miles of the 
Arctic circle. Mr. Bannerman left Fort Rae 
for Resolution, Smith and Chipewyan on 
March 20th. In crossing Great Slave lake to 
Resolution the party lost their way for a 
time ina storm and were in some danger, 
but finally they reached shelter on an Island 
In crossing from the north to the suuth side 
of Great Slave lake there are several long 
stretches without islands, one being 25 miles. 
Fort Chipewyan was reached without further 
mishap. A start was made from Chipewyan 
on April 5th but the water had already began 
to runon theice of the Athabasca and the 
mail carrier coming down from McMurray 
had fallen through twice.

The ice began to move opposite the mission 
on the 11th of April but did not clear out 
until the 27th as the water was very low. 
The usual time for the ice to clear out is 
from the 25th of April to the 4th of May. 
Mr. Lawrence left on the 9th of May. Owin 
to the early clearing away of the snow se 
Was put inthe ground on April 11th and as 
there were a few light snow falls the ground 
was in splendid condition for growth. Crops 
of wheat, oats, vor'st and potatoes were 
very good last year. The grain averaged 40 
bushels an acre all around and potatoes 300 
bushels. There are about ten people settled 
around Vermillion, in a distance of ten 
miles along the river on both sides and all 
had fair success. The mission establishment 
includes the church and missien house of the 
Church of England bishop of Athabasca, and 
the Indian training school, with farm and 
saw and grist mill, The mill was brought in 
the season of 1886. The school was estublish- 
ed in 1879 and has an average attendance of 
about 20, mostly children of Beaver Indians. 
Davis the trader who passed out by way of 
Edmonton during the winter had returned 
to Peace river by way of British Columbia 
befure Mr. Lawrence left, a scow load of his 
goods having passed the mouth of Smoky 
river while he was there. Senator Hardisty 
and Dr. McKay were also at the mouth of 
Smoky river when Mr. Lawrence was there. 
Rev. Mr. Brick is establishing a Church of 
England iwission and experimental farm on 
the Peace river abeut 13 miles above the 
Slave lake crossing. He has several acres of 
crop in on new breaking twice plowed, which 
looks well. He also has the walls of a house 
up. The Indians of that neighborhood are 
also bestirring themselves to put in crop for 
the first time. Seed was put in there on 
April 4th.
